ORDER 

New Delhi, the 19th August, 1991 

S.O. 334(E).—Whereas the Central Government is of the opinion that a cargo different in 
dimensions than those specified in Rule 93 of the Central Motor Vehicle Rules, 1989, may- be 
permitted for transportation by vehicles of the type specified in column 1 of the table annexed 
to this order. 

2. Now, therefore, in oxercisc of the powers conferred by sub clause (a) of Sub-Section (3) 
of Section 110 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1988 (39 of 1988), the Central Govt, hereby directs 
that the provisions of the said Rules 93 of the Central Motor Vehicles Rules, 1989 shall not 
apply to the said type of vehicles,

3. The above relaxation for the purpose of carrying over-dimensional cargo is valid up to 
31st Ded., 1991 and is only for the load specified in the table above. The above relaxation is 
also subject to following additional conditions : 

(1) The speed of truck shall not exceed 40 k.m. per hour or the lower speed limit as may 
bo prescribed by the concerned Stute Govt, in those jurisdiction truck is moving. 
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(ii) These truck shall move with the cargo only during the day time and will not move dur¬ 
ing peak hours when there is rush of other vehicular traffic on the roads. 

(iii) Red flags will be put on all the four corners of cargo, both at the front and the rear, 
indicating the full width of the cargo loaded on the trucks, so as to give reasonable 
caution to the vehicular traffic coming from behind and front. 

(iv) The carriage of over dimensional cargo would be subject to payment of tax, if any, 
leviable under the provisions of the M.V. Taxation Act, or any other act of the concer¬ 
ned state. 

(v) Any other conditions as may be prescribed by the concerned State Govt, keeping in 
view the local conditions of roads bridges, culverts and volume of movements of 
vehicular traffic etc. 

(vi) The optrator shall have the option to use any other truck trailer in the event of break¬ 
down of any of the truck trailers mentioned in the Table for this specific job.
